producer to charge more than tho
tegular picture prlco for his exhi-
bition.

There isn't tho slightest doubt
lint that on Increased admission
lati is perfectly justified In tho
case of certain moductlons. Whllo
vv e may have our own opinion as to
the advisability of tho XI picture-th- us

putting it squaicly In compe-
tition with the very heat class of
the spoken drama and stirring up
an antagonism for which there
soems to be no necessity there isn't
the slightest doubt but that somo
pictures cost bo much to produce
that a higher price than 10 cents 13

perfectly reasonable when the pic-
ture Is first shown.

The point Is that the makers or
pictures of this class aro not quite
as exclusive as thoy should bo and
that after a month or' inoro of ex-
hibition at tho high rato they
then rent the film at u rats that
will permit its being shown at 10
cents, and will thus lower the dig-
nity of their own product.

.lust what thoy can expect to
gain by this in rather vague. Cei --

tatnly thoy cannot expect motion
picture patronA to pav half c dol-
lar to sec a picture th'at they are
sshurcd by experience will bo ex-
hibited at tho ten-ce- vatc in a
short time. Fy the practice thoy
J'ave .Inaugurated they will kill
iho very obje.--t thoy have In view

that of giving meritorious pro-
ductions a placo of their own In
the minds of the patrons.

This pract'o.o "l called to mind
by two Instance of recent occur-
rence in Washington. Two films
that have boon given exceptional
production, and tho advantage of
Hpeclal advertising, wore exhibited
here at first-clas- s theaters. Both
of them deserved all the compl-
imentary things that were suld of
thPlr. arid if any films should de-
mand a high admission price, those
were certainly in that class. Th
llrst of these played a full week
at a first-clas- s theater here at tho
high price and was so successful
that It was returned for a second
week when It played to even bet-
ter business. Last week that film
was exhibited In Washington at 10
rents at a regular motion picture
house.

The test
for dirt, however. Is a very simple mat-
ter. If you will place a small flat bunch
of clean absoibcnt cotton on the outlet
of nn ordinal y clean funnel and allow apint of tho suspected milk to filter sl"w-l.- v

through this, any illit or sedlniont
will collect on the cotton and mav beicadlly seen against the white surface.
Pine milk shows scarcely discernibletraces when filtered In this way. We
would earnestly recommend this trst toyour consideration.
